She apparently walked for about 12 hours 
before she was picked up by a motorist after 
staggering out of die heavily wooded area. 
The bodies were found in a remote section of 


Fort Leonard Wood later Thursday evening. 
Temperatures during the period of her 
walk dipped to about 15 and never got above 
freezing. There was 7 inches of snow on the 
ground. "The terrain is very rugged,” the 
FBI spokesman said. “Regular vehicles 
can’t even get in there. Four-wheel drive 
vehicles are needed to get into the area for 
the investigation. ” 
The young woman was taken to Pulaski 
County Hospital Thursday night, where she 
was reported in fair condition. She had been 
shot twice, once in the breast and arm, and 
a doctor described her wounds as su­ 
perficial. 
The sergeant was picked up Thursday 
night by an Army provost marshal in 
connection with the slaying of Anthony Lee 
Bates, 18, Wesley Hawkins, 18, and Linda 
Needham, 16, all of Plato. 
Bill Williams, the agent in charge of the 


Kansas City FBI office, said most of the 
information for the arrest was provided by 
Ms. Deckard. 
Williams said the victims were ap­ 
parently driving through the base on a 
double date when they were stopped by a 
man driving a vehicle similar to those used 
by military police.

Rhodesia should reflect on other

"liberation” in Africa. 
The 
customary 
result 
of 
Communist-style liberation is 
social and political chao6, a 
drastic decline in economic 
production, a breakdown in 
transportation 
and 
com ­ 
munications and terror tactics 
against political opponents. 
In the mid-fifties, a Com­ 
m unist 
terro r organization 
called 
the Federation 
for 
National Liberation started the 
move to liberate Algeria from 
French 
rule. 
Thousands 
of 
Moslems were killed, mutilated 
or tortured during several years 
of bloodshed. 
In 
the early 
1960s, 
the 
"lib e ra to rs” 
chased 
the 
Belgians out of the Congo and 
replaced them with a Com­ 
m unist, 
P rem ier 
P atrice 
Lumumba. An outstanding anti­ 
com m unist 
black, 
Moise 
Tshombe, then led Katanga in 
seceding from the Congo. 
The United Nations, which 
does 
not approve of black 
majority rule if it is anti­ 
communist, 
then raised an 
army and invaded Katanga. 
After 14 months of this U.N. war, 
Katanga was subdued. This 
U.N. war cost $420 million, of 
which the United States was 
persuaded to pay more than 
half. 
Five neighboring countries of 
Rhodesia announced on Sept. 26, 
1976, that their guerrilla war 
against Rhodesia would con­ 
tinue until Prime Minister Ian 
Smith accepts their plan for 
black majority rule. Most of 
these countries do not them­ 
selves permit majority rule. 
Since Mozambique ousted the 


Portuguese and established a 
C om m unist 
d ic ta to rsh ip , 
thousands of people have been

imprisoned. Mozambique even 
held 
three 
American 
missionaries up to 13 months 
without any charges, and jailed 
another American for 35 days 
after arrestin g him 
while 
reading a map of Africa on a city 
street. 
Alter Portugal was chased out 
of 
Angola, 
the 
U.S. 
State 
Department encouraged South 
Airican forces to intervene and 
defend Angola against a Cuban- 
Soviet takeover. 
The South Africans did so and 
pushed the Cubans back hun­ 
dreds of miles. However, when 
the South Africans did not 
receive the U.S. aid necessary to 
protect their troops, they pulled 
out and the Cubans, equipped 
with Soviet weapons, conquered 
all of Angola. 
For months, Secretary 
of 
State 
Henry 
Kissinger 
has 
appeared eager for Rhodesia to 
surrender to its invaders. On his 
African 
visit 
last 
fall, 
he 
prom ised m illions of I S 
dollars to Mozambique, Zambia 
and Tanzania even after they 
threatened to invade Rhodesia. 
There is no authority in the U.S. 
Constitution for a secretary of 
state to promise U.S. taxpayers’ 
money to induce or support an 
invasion of a friendly country. 
Some 
commentators 
have 
speculated that the explanation 
for this unprecedented behavior 
is that Kissinger was concerned 
lest a Soviet defeat in Africa 
interfere with the SALT II talks. 
Others 
conjecture 
that 
the 
purpose 
for his m onetary 
promises was to win a large 
black vote for President Ford 
who had promised, if reelected, 
to 
continue 
K issinger 
as 
secretary of state. 
It is a tragedy if Kissinger has 
opened up Rhodesia to the kind 
of liberation visited on Algeria, 
die Congo and Angola for the 
sake of a campaign ploy. Black 
Americans have too much good 
sense to be fooled by such an 
election scheme.

PRODUCTION EFFORTS 
We seem to be in a period of 
remission from what could yet 
be 
m ankind’s 
term inal 


illness—uncontrolled population 
growth, 
with 
accompanying 
widespread and chronic star­ 
vation. 
While world population is far 
from stabilized, growth rates 
have been declining in the un­ 
derdeveloped 
countries 
and 
experts are revising their for­ 
mer projections that the number 
of people on the globe will double 
by the year 2000. 
As for food, the United States 
is "awash in an ocean of excess 
wheat,” say Department of 
Agriculture 
economists, 
and 
they see little prospect of the 
Soviet 
Union or any other 
country buying enough in 1977 to 
bolster the currently depressed 
price for farmers. 
They predict that U.S. wheat 
storage, already the largest 
since the 1960s, could grow to 
almost a billion bushels by next 
June. 
N evertheless, 
the United 
States, Canada and, to a lesser 
extent, Australia remain the 
world’s only producers of sur­ 
plus grain (a fact which con­ 
tinues to be staunchly ignored 
by the proponents of Socialist 
economies). 
thus one or two disastrous 
growing 
seasons 
in 
the 
developing world could revive 
the temporarily abated con­ 
troversy over the extent of the 
moral obligation of Americans 
to feed the world’s starving and, 
if necessary, to lower their own 
standards of living to do so. 
Noted 
B ritish 
economist 
Barbara Ward recently pointed 
out that at least one-third of the 
increased world demand for 
food in the past 10 years has 
come from North Americans, 
Europeans and Russians eating 
steadily more high-protein food. 


Grain is fed to animals and 
poultry and eaten as steaks and 
eggs. 
In real energy terms, she 
says, this is about five times 
more wasteful than eating grain 
itself. The result is an average 
American diet of nearly 2,000 
pounds of grain a year, com­ 
pared to only 400 pounds for the 
average person in India. 
The implication of this and 
similar statements is that if the 
people of the richer countries 
used less 
grain—largely 
by 
reducing the consumption of 
livestock products—the poorer 
people of the world would be 
better fed. 
Such a conclusion is “clearly 
incorrect,” contends D. Gale 
Johnson, 
provost 
of 
the 
University 
of 
Chicago 
and 
professor of economics. 
Those who advocate reducing 
grain consumption in high in­ 
come countries 
fail to un­ 
derstand the close connections 
between demand and supply 
affecting food production, he 
says. "It is simply not possible 
to reduce demand and assume 
that supply will remain the 
same.” 
From 1968 through 1971, in 
fact, producers in the major 
exporting 
countries 
w ere 
restricting 
grain 
production 
because there was not enough 
demand for grain at acceptable 
prices. If domestic use of grain 
had been reduced, much less 
would have been invested in 
agricultural research and the 
production 
capacity 
of 
the 
m ajor 
exporting 
countries 
would be much lower today than 
it actually is. 
Not wily this, says Johnson, 
but past experience indicates 
that large-scale food aid con­ 
tributes relatively little to the 
food supply 
of developing 
countries. Such aid has served 
as a powerful deterrent by 
permitting 
recipient 
govern-, 
ments to lower the priority that 
they 
gave 
to agricultural 
research and investment, and 
farmers were adversely af­ 
fected by lower prices than 
would have existed. 
Improvement in per capita 
food 
consumption 
in

countries 
will 
depend 
primarily 
upon 
in­ 
creasing food production 
in 
those countries, says Johnson, 
and on

score he

"cautiously optimistic” that the 
people of the developing world 
will be better fed a decade hence 
than they are now.

WASHINGTON - President 
Ford’s campaign aides may 
have Mown the election for him 
by failing to spend $1.7 million 
that was available for last* 
minute TV spots, voter drives 
and speaking campaigns. 
The extra money, a White 
House aide told us bitterly, 
would have put the president 
over the top. Other aides agreed, 
some of them less certainly, that 
the incredible miscalculation 
may have cost him the election. 
At least in the key state of Ohio, 
GOP strategists suggested, the 
money could have made a 
difference. 
The $1.7 million went un ^v?nt. 
ironically, because of the presi­ 
dent’s determination to keep his 
campaign free of any Water- 
gate-style financial abuses At 
secret meetings in Washington 
during September, the Ford 
strategists carefully analyzed the 
new election law. 
It allowed both candidates to 
spend $21.8 million of their own 
campaign funds. But the Repub* 
licans had come up with another 
$3.2 million which could be 
spent, quite legally, by the presi­ 
dent’s campaign committee. 
The money came out of the till 
of the Republican National Com* 
mittee. But Ford’s campaign 
chief, Jim Balter, prudently in­ 
sisted that up to $750,000 should 
be held back to make sure the

president didn’t exceed the legal 
limit 
So the spending rate was kept 
down. The Ford campaign, 
meanwhile, began to pick up 
momentum. As the president 
gained on Jimmy Cart«- in the 
perils, the Republican National 
Committee urged the campaign 
committee to loosen the purse 
struigs. 
But it was mid-October before 
the president’s campaign aides 
realized they had been spending 
money far too slowly. By then, 
programs to enlist black voters 
and to step up TV promotion in 
several key states had already 
been rejected as too expensive.

Labor prepares confidential 
agenda for battle with new 
administration 
W ASHINGTON- G randpa 
(George) Meany, who works in 
oils, won’t sell like Grandma 
Moses, but the AFL-CIO chief 
daubs well enough to have 27 of 
his paintings put on exhibition 
during the week of Jimmy 
Carter’s inauguration. Neither 
event will draw crowds from the 
other. But there’s a surrealist 
symbolism to the competition. 
The feud between George 
Meany and Jimmy Cart«: is one 
of the most scintillating con­ 
versation pieces in town. Mr. 
Carter’s young legions, who 
haven’t 
really

their 
homework, are scoffing at "the 
old man ” They’ve been walking

Watson (who has been wan­ 
dering around the Rose Garden) 
believe the White House is more 
powerful than the House of 
Labor across Lafayette Park. 
Had any of Mr. C arter’s 
capital “clusters” sat in on the 
AFL-CIO’s small eighth floor 
conference room from 10a.m. to 
almost 2 p.m. Monday (Jan. 10) 
they would have had an instant 
Washington education. An in­ 
stant guide to what Congress is 
all about. 
For some four hours the AFL- 
CIO’s National Legislative 
Action Committee studied the 
11-page agenda prepared for it 
at Meany’s direction. Had the 
Carter 
tacticians 
known 
anything about the movement’s 
operation they’d have chilled. 
Rarely does Meany submit an 
agenda. 
But this time it was all down 
on paper - all the way from the 
economic 
blast which 
the 
committee hurled at President­ 
elect Carter, to international 
policy suggestions. 
An angry Meany, the veteran

Food and Drug Administration 
announced today that be'ginning 
in March it will periodically 
test all food additives already 
mi the market to “to make sure 
they are safe by modem stand­ 
ards.” 
Under the program, all pre­ 
servatives, colors, flavors and 
substances that may get into 
food from packaging will un­ 
dergo regular scientific re-eval­ 
uation, acting FDA commis­ 
sioner Sherwin Gardner told a 
Senate committee. 


The committee’s chairman, 
Gaylord Nelson. D-Wis,, has 
criticized 
FDA 
for allowing 
chemical food additives to re­ 
main on the market long after 
questions 
have 
been 
raised 
about their safety. 
Gardner told the committee, 
“Science is dynamic and a food 
additive judged safe by the sci­ 
ence of 1970 may very well be 
suspect by the science of 1977. " 
Gardner said if the re-eval­ 
uation indicates that an addi­ 
tive is unsafe it will be restrict­ 
ed or removed from the mar- 


ket. 
“Under this program, we will 
periodically recheck our p a st... 
decisions about food additives 
against the latest scientific in­ 
formation and methods," Gard­ 
ner said. He said the re-eval­ 
uation will start in March when 
a team of FDA scientists will 
begin to develop a priority list 
for the 2,100 substances added 
directly to foods.

Malden School Board seeking part 
of city’s sales tax for new high school 


THE

MALDEN 
~ The 
Malden 
School District is asking the city 
government for more than 
1800,000 to help finance con­ 
struction of anew high school. 
Jim Darnell and Gary Hogan, 
school board members, told the 
City Council Monday night that 
the 
board 
has 
voted 
unanimously to request the 
funds. 
The school’s proposal is that 
the city set aside half of its sales 
tax revenue and half of its 
revenue-sharing money for the 
next five years, earmarking the 
money for a new high school. 
Malden, according to statistics 
furnished by Darnell, receives 
between $200,000 and $230,000 
yearly in sales tax money and 
about 
$108,000 
annually 
in 
revenue-sharing funds. 
At the end of five years, 
Darnell 
told aldermen, 
the 
school’s bonding capacity would 
be $1,272,000 the city’s revenue 
which has been set aside in 
banks at an interest rate of 
seven per cent, based on $170,000 
per year, would amount to 
$977,624 ----- for a total of 
$2,249,624. 
Mayor Sparrel Davis told 
Darnell that the city has no 
surplus funds, citing increased 
operating costs, and said the 
city could give half its revenue 
to the school and “would be in 
worse shape than before.” The 
mayor 
also 
questioned 
the 
legality of such action. 
There are two ways Malden 
can transfer sales tax and 
revenue-sharing money to the 
school, Darnell said. 
These 
included: (1) By a vote of the 
City Council. (2) A petition with 
10 per cent of the total people 
voting 
in 
the last general 
election 
presented 
to 


Council, calling for a special 
election to let the people vote to 
give the school district the 
money. 
Allen Black told Davis that 
“there’s seldom a week goes by 
that people don’t ask me how 
the city is spending its sales tax 
money.” The one cent sales tax 
has been in effect since April 
1974. Davis said a number of 
factors, including inflation, have 
contributed to the city’s in­ 
creased 
operating expenses. 
They include the elimination of 
the personal property tax, which 
costs the city about $15,000 
yearly; and about $20,000 in 
raises for city employes, among 
other reasons. 
Davis told Black that, due to 
higher operating costs, the sales 
tax money is being used to retire 
bonds and for general operating 
expenses. 
He said, in response to Black’s 
insistent requests, that the city 
would provide him a monthly 
record of how sales tax funds 
are utilized. 
Hogan said he believes that a 
law change now enables the city 
governments to give revenue- 
sharing funds to schools. Davis, 
though, said he thinks this would 
be illegal because part of the 
school district lies outside the 
city limits. 
The school district has applied 
for a 100 per cent grant, Darnell 
said, under the Local Public 
Works Capital Development and 
Investment Act of 1976. He said 
the 
district’s 
chances 
of 
securing 
the 
$1,800,000 
it’s 
asking for are “very slim’’ but it 
would involve no extra cost to 
taxpayers. 
Application has been made 
through the U. S. Department of 
Com m erce 
Econom ic 


Development 
Administration, 
Darnell told aldermen. 
The 
state’s allotment is $10 million, 
he said, but that he knows of 
only one other school in the state 
which has progressed as far as 
Malden in applying for the 
grant. 
A vital factor in securing the 
grant, Darnell pointed out, is 
the unemployment rate, which 
he cited at 3 per cent for Malden 
and 4.1 percent for Dunklin 
County. The higher the jobless 
percentage, 
the 
better 
the 
district’s 
chances 
of being 
awarded the grant. 
The school is exploring all 
avenues of getting revenue, 
Darnell continued. Should the 
school get the federal grant, it 
won’t need any city money. 
Darnell provided aldermen 
with printed statistics outlining 
the 
district’s 
assessed 
valuation; 
district 
growth; 
bonding 
capacity; 
in­ 
debtedness; and bond pay off- 
rates, along with railroad and 
utilities 
assessed 
valuation 
which could be added to the 
district’s bonding power. 
No official action stemmed 
from 
the 
discussion, 
but 
alderman Phil Santie recom­ 
mended that a joint council- 
school board meeting might be 
scheduled to further examine 
the proposal. 
Black warned the council that 
unless the public is told where 
sales tax money is going, voters 
may become disillusioned with 
the city and vote to let the school 
have the money. 
Black again 
asked Davis about disposition of 
sales tax funds and in particular 
wanted to know “how much is 
tied up in the Community 
Center.” 
Davis said the con­ 
tract price for the center was 


$307,000, but changes raised the 
total to about $312,000. Black 
also asked if the city acquired 
the $46,000 from the Board of 
Public Works to finish paying 
for the new center, as it said it 
would in August 1974. Davis said 
the city acquired $100,000 in 1974 
from the Board of Public Works, 
and got a similar amount in 1975. 
Throughout the 
discussion, 
Black pressed Davis to account 
for various expenses, with the 
mayor repeating reasons of 
personal property tax losses, 
pension-plan expenses, addition 
of three policement to the force, 
and so on. 


Davis cited, on a monthly 
basis, $25,000 
for the 
city 
payroll; 
$3,000 for Social 
Security; $3,000 for the pension 
plan; 
and $3,000 in bond 
payments. 
The total ($34,000) 
must be paid first, Davis said, 
before the city can consider 
other expenses. 
City Clerk 
Roscoe Thornton told Black that 
the city’s budget has increased 
almost six times in 10 years to 
$591,000 yearly. 
Conflicts of interest on city 
boards in another issue he is 
frequently asked about, Black 
said, naming several aldermen 
about whom he has had com­ 
plaints. 
There was a general 
denial of the charges by the 
aldermen in question and the 
discussion ended without official 
action. 


The board generally agreed, 
though, that conflicts of interest 
are difficult to avoid in small 
towns, although they are illegal 
by law. 
Black complimented the city's 
employes 
on 
their efficient 
removal of snow from streets 
following Sunday’s storm. 
Malden City Council okays contracts 
for industrial park improvements 


MALDEN — Three or chances 
connected with the Air Base 
Industrial Park imiprovement 
projects 
were 
approved 
unanimously this week by the 
Malden City Council. 
The approvals came at the 
request 
of 
Trotter 
and 
Associates of Dexter the city’s 
consulting engineering firm. 
Gary 
Gaines, 
a 
Trotter 
representative, told the Council 
the ordinances are necessary to 
empower the mayor and city 
clerk to work with the low 
bidders on the project. 
All ordinances were approved 
on their third and final readings. 
Ordinance 2027 authorized the 
Malden mayor and city clerk to 
execute an agreement with H. 
E. and C. F. Blinne Contracting 
Co., Inc. for its portion of the 
project, and Ordiannce 2028 did 
likewise for Bridger Plumbing 
and Heating Co. for the work on 
which it was the apparent low 
bidder. 


Ordinance 2029 was also ap­ 
proved, 
providing for the 
“condemnation and acquisition 
of easements of right of way 
over certain private property 
within the city limits of Malden.

Jim D arnell and G ary Hogan, 
school board m em bers, told the 
City Council Monday night that

The school’s proposal is that 
the city set asid e half of its sa le s 
tax revenue and half of its 
revenue-sharing money for the 
next five y ears, earm arking the 
money for a new high school. 
M alden, according to statistics 
furnished by Darnell, receives 
between 
$200,000 and $230,000 
yearly in sale s tax money and 
about 
$109,000 
annually 
in 
revenue-sharing funds 
At the end of five y ears, 
Darnell 
told 
alderm en, 
the 
school’s bonding capacity would 
be $1,272,000 
the city’s revenue 
which h as been set asid e in 
banks at an interest rate of 
seven per cent, based on $170,000 
per 
year, 
would amount 
to 
$977,624 
----- for a total of 
$2,249,624. 
M ayor 
Sparrel 
D avis 
told 
D arnell that the city has no 
surplus funds, citing increased 
operating costs, and said the 
city could give half its revenue 
to the school and “ would be in 
w orse sh ape than before.’’ The 
m ayor 
also 
questioned 
the 
legality of such action. 
There are two w ays M alden 
can

school, D arnell said.

included: (1) By a vote of the 
City Council.

Allen Black told D avis that 
“ there’s seldom a week goes by 
that people don’t ask m e how 
the city is spending its sales tax 
m oney.”

D avis said a num ber of 
factors, including inflation, have 
contributed to the city’s 
in­

other reasons. 
D avis told Black that, due to 
higher operating costs, the sales 
tax money is being used to retire 
bonds and for general operating 
expenses.

rates, along with railroad and

No official action stem m ed 
from

alderm an Phil Santie recom ­ 
mended that a joint council- 
school board m eeting might be 
scheduled to further exam ine 
the proposal. 
Black warned the council that 
unless the public is told where 
sales tax money is going, voters 
m ay becom e disillusioned with 
the city and vote to let the school 
have the money.

Roscoe Thornton told Black that 
the city's budget has increased 
alm ost six tim es in 10 y ears to 
$591,000 yearly. 
Conflicts of interest on city 
boards in another issue he is 
frequently asked about. Black 
said, nam ing several alderm en 
about whom he has had com ­ 
plaints 
There w as a general 
denial of the charges by the 
alderm en in question and the 
discussion ended w ithout official 
action. 


The board generally agreed, 
though, that conflicts of interest 
a re difficult to avoid in sm all 
towns, although they are illegal 
by law.
